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Baron Fara, the Italian minister, 
presented a formal document to tho 
state department authorities Tuesday 
morning which surprised them consid- 
erably. It w as no other than that he 
desired his passports to Italy, having 
been recalled from his Diplomatic post 
in this country by his own government. 
The reason given was that the “King of 
Italy wosdisbatisfied with the progress of 
adjustments between the two countries 
touching the New Orleans massacre,’* 
In consequence of this feeling on tho 
part of his government, Baron Fava 
felt compell^ to withdraw from the 
country, leaving the marquis imperial, 
secretary of legation, in charge of cui> 
rent affairs. The baron's passports, of 
course, will be given him at 
once. The situation is proba- 
bly not as serious as it ap- 
peared when the news first came out. 
Baron Fava has not demanded his pass- 
ports, which might imply a rupture of 
diplomatic relations between the two 
countries. The legation remains here 
and the marquis impereali, secretary 
of legation, is in charge. Karon Fava 
has been recalled, and ttiough matters 
connected with the New Orleans 
tragedy may have something to 
do with the recall, the act is one 
affecting the retiring minister per- 
sonally rather tlisn the ndations 
between tho two countries. Tho Ital- 
ian minister has been in rather bad 
odor with the home government for 
more than a year. Last summer he re- 
ceived in.structions to report in person 
at Uorne owing to charges alleging bis 
connection with the I’adrune system in 
America and some tobacco contracts of 
a questionable character. In these 
reported swindles Consul General 
Eiva, of New Y’ork, and one or two 
other Italian officials in the consular 
service in this country were mentioned. 
Fava indignantly denied the story at 
the time, bnt he hurried home, and ap- 
peared to have fixed matters satisfac- 
torily. Afterwards he came back and 
resumed the duties of minister here. 
The complaints against his administra- 
tion have continued, and in certain 
quarters at home the demand for his 
recall was renewed. 



CmmlErmiit, Hereafter to Be Inepeeted Bo- 
fore Being Allowed to Land. 

Assistant Secretary Spaulding saya 
' that the act passed at the last session 
I of congress imposing additional re> 
strictions on immigration went into 
DperaUon W ednesday, with the ezeep- 
I tion of those provisions relating to tho 
establishment of an Immigration 
bureau in the treasury deportment. 
The provisions of the law, how- 
ever, will be administered under 
the present system with the present 
force. The law gives the rules that are 
to be enforced at New York and other 
ports by the agents appointed since the 
federal government took control of im- 
migration last year. It reaffirms the 
laws previously enacted for the exclu- 
sion of lunatics, felons, paupucs. polyg- 
amists, contract laborers, assisted im- 
migrants and persons with con- 
tagious diseases. It provides for 
the more vigorous enforcement 
of the alien contract labor law of 1885. 
It declares that immigrants coming 
here through the solicitation of advei^ 
Using agents in Europe shall be treated 
as violators of the law; and it prohibits 
steamship and transportation compan- 
ies from encouraging immigration to 
this country. It provides that the 
names and nationality of all immi- 
grants sliall he reported on their 
arrival, and that immigrants shall be 
promptly inspected by authorized agents 
empowered to decide upon their right to 
land. It provides that state and mu- 
nicipal authorities may exercise such 
jurisdiction over immigrant stations as 
may be necessary for the public peace. 
It provides that all immigrants who 
come in violation of law shall 
be immediately sent back on the 
ship that brought them here; 
but, should that be impracticable, 
they may be returned at any time with- 
in a year after their arrival. Any alien 
who may become a public charge dur- 
ing his first year here shall be sent back 
to the country from whence he came. 
It p^s-ides penalties, by fine or impris- 
onment, for the violation of its terms. 
It provides that the federal courts stiall 
have full jurisdiction in all causes aris- 
ing under this act, w hich becomes opci> 
aUve on the 1st of April, 1891.

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HOW IT GAME ABOUT.

' tention. Signor Raquem, a former Gar- 
I ibaldian now editor of the Epoque, the

I said in an interview: “Of course there 

I will be no war. The republicans in It- 
I aly, who form a powerful minority, en- 
! tertain a friendly feeling toward Amer- 
ica and would consider a war with tho 
United States simply an attempt to dis- 
credit in the eyes of the Italian 
people republican institutions. A re- 
cent meeting of Italians in Paris dis- 
cussed tho New Orleans affair, and 
while everybody reprobated the con- 
duct of the lynchers, nobody approved 
the action of the Marquis Di UndinL 
Baron Fava was greatly blamed for 
creating the diCleulty. He is an aristo- 
crat and is not in sympathy with re- 
publican institutions, liis reports to 
the Italian cabinet, donbtlcs.s colored 
by his own antipathies, precipitated 
matters. The Epoque faithfully re- 
flects the feeling of republicau Italy 
in advocating arbitration. According 
to our view, nothing ought to be done 
to embarrass Mr. Blaine in his efforts to 
effect an early and pacific settlement.” 
Signor Raquein's view of the situation 
does not cover a potent factor which has 
given the Italian government reason to 
pause in its hostile negotiations Finan- 
cial houses there having the closest rela- 
tions with Italian houses, state that in 
Italy widespread commercial troubles, 
long chronic, are becoming critical, 
and that apart from Italy's overwhelm- 
ing public debt, which would disable 
her in an attempt to go to war, unless 
backed by other European powem, any 
measures imperiling peace would pro- 
duce a general financial crash. Al- 
ready an effect of the Amcrican-Italian 
difficnlty is felt in the hesitation of 
French financial houses to proceeil with 
the negotiations pending for the pro- 
spective Italian loan, in which German 
houses are also concerned. 



Italr*s Bemanda on the Calt«d BtatM In 
the New Orleans Matter. 

An Associated Press correspondent at 
Rome has perused the dispatches ex- 
changed from the outset between the 
government of Italy and the govern- 
ment of the United States in regard to 
the New Orleans lynchings. The sub- 
stance of them is that Italy asked in 
the main that a fair legal process should 
be instituted against the culprits, re- 
garding them as common assassina It- 
aly likewise asked for an indemnity for 
the families of the men killed in New 
Orleans by the mob which invaded the 
jail there. To these requests the United 
States authorities at Washington ans- 
n-ered that the constitution of the 
United States gave but limited powers 
to the federal government in regard to 
interference with the various states of 
the union, but the United States 
government affirmed its gixxl inten- 
tiens in the matter. At this stage of 
the proceedings Baron Fava, in his let- 
ters to the Italian government, remarks 
that the above reply shows an evi- 
dent desire to gain time and that it was 
no practical solution of the question. 
The answer from Washington being re- 
gard e<l as unsatisfactory. Italy instruct- 
ed Baron Fava on M arch ‘27 to press the 
two original demands made upon the 
United States government and, in the 
event of his tailing to olitain satisfac- 
tion, to leave tVashington en cogne 
after consigning the care of the legation 
at ^^'ashington to the core of the first 
secretary.

It is said 
that even if Baron Fava is withdrawn it 
will be done as the most forcible protest 
knovA-n in diplomacy and not as a fore- 
mnner of a conflict between the United 
States and Italy. The Italian cabinet 
ministers are in receipt of a large num- 
ber of cablegrams and letters from 
prominent Italians in New York, urg- 
ing moderation upon the Italian gov- 
ernment in its treatment of the New 
Orleans trouble. Marquis di Bndini, 
the Italian premier, Thursday sent an- 
other cable message to the United 
States on the subject of the New Or- 
leans troubles.

American Itellans Want Revenge. 

Reports come from various sources of 
a movement among certain Italians in 
this country to avenge the massacre of 
their countrymen in New Orleans 



Thursday momiug about 800 rioters 
at Morewood, Pa., approached the com- 
pany's stables, intent upon making a 
raid upon the deputies who were sta- 
tioned there. None of the rioters would 
heed the deputies’ entreaties and at 
once made a rush for them when tho 
deputies opened fire, killing seven and 
wounding forty of the Hungarian strik- 
ers. The night was of inky blackness, 
bnt the guards were apprised of tho 
movements of the attacking party by 
confused muttering in a foreign 
tongue or subdued orders from 
the leaders. Under the orders of Capt. 
Loar the sixty-five guards stood quietly 
in line before the works, their Winches- 
ters peacefully “at rest.” Suddenly a 
break was made by the advancing mob 
toward the fences of the company. A 
stem order to halt was given, but the 
only attention it received was the fir- 
ing of three shots by members of the 
mob, which whistled warning close 
to the heads of the guards, each 
one of whom was well drilled, and 
was simply there to obey orders. After 
the shots were fired by the strikers they 
turned and made a dash toward the 
stables of the company. Without firing 
a shot the guards were ordered to fol- 
low, and the command was again given 
the strikers to halt. They only retreat- 
ed further down the road, and answered 
the order with yells and threats. Again 
was the eommantl given, and again 
came the mocking answer, snd the 
order to fire was given by Capt. Loar. 
Tho volleys from the Winchesters were 
well directed, but a few rounds were 
necessary to drive the frightened riot- 
ers back into the hills, where hundreds 
of their fellow-strikers had gathered in 
anticipation of assisting in the raid, but 
not in a battle with such a determined 
band of guards. The firing on both 
sides continuetl only three mlnntea 
The volley from the guards had terrir 
ble effect on the compact mass of strik- 
ers, while the latter made an attempt to 
return the fire with what few 
weapons they possessed, but with- 
out effect. Late Thursday night two 
men concerned in the riot died 
in strikers’ houses near the More- 
wood work.s, where they had been 
dragged by their fellow-rioters. These 
two deaths make nine in oil that are 
known as the result of the firing of tho 
guunis. but there is no doubt others are 
cither dead or in a eritiral condition, as 
the guards had oniers to fire to killand 
evidently did so. More trouble is ex- 
pecte<l and one regiment of militia 
has been ordered to the scene of trou- 
ble. The dead are Italians and other 
foreigners.

I'XDERVALl ATIOXS, APPRAISEMEXTS 
AXD PIBLIC INTEREST. 

Hie z«-al of the board of United States 
general appraisers in enforcing the Mc- 
Kinley tariff in the interest of Uie man- 
iifncturers who conspired to frame that 
plundering act is exciting the ire of im- 
porters, wIh) complain that the law is 
being worked to their ruin and to tlie 
injury of )M-ople who consume importe<l 
articles. It is to the interest of the 
masses, of course, to buy everything, im- 
ported arti<-U>s indnded, at the lowest 
[ {Missihle i>rice. It is to the interest of 
I Uie manufacturers, on the other hand, 

I tliat the tariff law be straintHl to subject 
i ini|K>rted goods to the hight-st jsissible 
I duty, so as to enable them to sell their 
I products to .Americans at the highest 
I jMwsible prk-e. The interest of the i-eo- 
' pie ami that of the ls.-neficiaries of the 
I tariff being thus directly at variance, it 
is the duty of the appraisers in cases 
where there is room for doubt whether a 
higher or lower duty should be imposetl 
on a given article to give tlie j-eople the 
benefit of tlie doubt and decide for the 
lower duty. Such would be the course 
of the appraisers if they were ap- 
IKiintcd in a judicial spirit, without re- 
gaivl to Uieir several views as 
protectionists. Though all apjsiiuted as 
protiNtionists, they would take this 
I course if they j>erfonned tlicir duties in 
astrutly judicial spirit, unhaini>erol by 
jiKrty bias or ja-rsonal interests. Tlicir 
tirst fluty is to iiMvrtain and oliserve Uie 
requircuicnts ol the law. As the new 
law disjilacv-s the “merchant api>raiser,” 
the w hole rcsjioiisihility of making right 
ajijiraisi-uieutH, thus ascertaining the 
ju-t duty on g»xiils, rests projicrly, of 
course, ujion the official appraisers. It 
is a tremendous res|iunsibility, which 
the appraisers ought not to ask the im- 
IHJrter or the public to share with Uieni. 
Occuiiying tlie cxi-erts, they should lie 
exjierts in fai-t. .As they are the employ- 
es of the |K-ople and not of any s|>ecial 
class, their bias, if any, should be for 
neither the prote<-ted iiianiifai-turcr nor 
for the inijKirter, hut for the public in- 
terest. The presumption should ever be, 
in cases of doulit, that Congress w ished 
the Imnlen of taxiiuyers to be of the 
lightest |MMsihle weight. 

Have the apjiniist-rs dischargeil their 
functions in this spirit of supreme re- 
g.ird for the niasscs of the |ieo]>le? The 
New X'ork imjHirtcrs afiimi tliat they 
have not. They jMiint to cases in w hich 
the higher duty ‘-ontinucs, they say, to 
Ih* inijxirasl, in the face of decisions of 
the court that the lower duty is the 
proper one. They make appraisements, 
tlie inijMirters say, not justified hy any 
facts tiiey ‘-an proiiuct?. AVhen there is 
rvNiiii for dis|iute as to which of two val- 
ues must Ik- aivigiieil the value assigned, 

: it is said, is alnujst unif- irmly the higher 
one. AVlicn it conics to dcU-nnining 
the rate of duty the liigher duty, acconl- 
ing to the iuijMirters, is the one that 
must he (laid. In a word, the custom- 
houses are run, it is asserted, wholly in 
tlie protectionist intenwt, and by decis- 
ion after dei-ision taxes are being piled a 
great deal higher than the McKinley act 
ever meant them to go. There are at- 
tempts, it is admitted, at undervalua- 
I tioiis. .An extremely liigh tariff like 
ours ne»-cssarilv provokes undervaliia- 
tioii.s, smug-gliiig and other like offenses. 
The exiK-rience of all countries lias 
shown that the only way to secure 
huiK-st valuations and the largest tariff 
revenue under a giv‘-n average rate is to 
ri-dm-e the tariff to a figure that will 
iiiininiize the teiiiiit.vtion to fniiid. Pne 
t<-(‘tionists favor sevt-rity of regulations 
as Well as high duties, knowing that the 
funner greatly heljis their game. They 
should, however, be the last to complain 
of the inefiicic-ncy of jirecautions against 
existing undervaluations at New X'ork 
or ‘elsewhere, inasmuch as their McKin- 
ley ailuiinistrative act jiuts the appraise- 
iiieiit «jf goods wholly in the hands of 
their iKianl of apjiniisers. The tariff 
lords arc hard to satisfy. 

THE SLRPLIS IS OFFICIALLY DEAD. 

Mr. Jos»>i>h G. Cannon, who was ohair- 
niau of the apjirojiriutioiis cumuiittee ill 
the late House of Kciireseutatives, has 
puhlLsli‘-d as a siijqilement to the Con- 
gnaisiunal Record the n-iKirt of a |K)st- 
uiorteiu on the Surplus. His c-onclus- 
ions are burieil in a jiile of language and 
a fug of figures, but still the careful 
ri-ader w ill learn from his statement the 
essential fat-t tliat the Surplus is no 
more. Tlie day of its decease it may be 
dilficult to fix, but it was sometime in 
tlie month of Februarv’ ; Mr. Cannon 
proves that it was already dead on the 
2sth of February. 

Mr. Cannon gives a statement of the 
net cash balance in the Treasury, plus 
the national liank re«Ieiui>tiun fuml, on 
the 1st of Man-h for each year from IBS.) 
to IWU. On March 1, 1891, he states the 
Slim of these two items at $42,714,840.4.5. 
He does ncA say how much of this is net 
cash, and how much is the redemption 
fund, wliich does not belong to the Gov- 
ernment, shoulil Ik- added to the net 
cash, hut we shall presently see the rea- 
s<in. A careful search of the public debt 
statement for March 1 , 18!«1, will result 
in tlie discovery that the nslemptiou 
fund is a liability of the Govemiuent, 
and that it amounted on that date to 
$47,1«.5,8155K. 

Now if the net cash pins the reilcmp- 
tiou fund amounted to $47,165,815, how 
much was the net cash ? It must have 
been just $4,4.'i0,975 less tlian nothing. 
In other words the Surplus was gone; 
there wasn’t any net cash, and the 
Treasurer of the United States liadn’t 
enough money to meet his current lia- 
hilities by four and a half million dol- 
lars. 

On Monday last the Treasury gave ont 
the statement tliat the surplus was $13,- 
000 , 000 , bat as tlie redemption fund is 
now counted in the cash in the Treasarj- 
this means tliat there is a deficit of over 
$30,000,000. Mr. Cannon’s explanations 
about the reasons fur tLe vastness of tlie 
appropriations liecome unimportant in 
view of the fact tliat the Surplus has 
lieen wyieil out, not hy reducing taxa- 
tion hut by in<-rewng expenditures. 

1 Mr. Gannon's figures were compiled in 
I the Treasury for a purpose, which was to 
j give the reader the impression that the 
I iiianagemeut of the finances by the Ue- 
I publicans compares favorably with tliat 
of the Democrats. Notice, therefore,

Three sejiarate trials were mailc at the 
AA’isconsin Station to test the compara- 
tive effect of feeding commeal alone to 
hogs and feeding it mixed with small 
quantities of bone meal, also with hard- i 
wood ashes. Two pigs were fe<l com- 
meal alone, two were fed commeal and ' 
asiies, and two others coraiiieul and bone 
meal mixed. The experiments covered 
a jieriod of twelve weeks, at the close of 
which the animals were slaughtered, the 
thighbones tested as to their breaking 
strength and burned to detenuine ttie 
quantity of asli. Omitting iletails, the re- 
salts summarize alKiut as follows: (1.) 
It appears that the effect of the bone 
meal and ashes was to save about one 
hundred and thirty pounds of corn, or 28 
}>er cent of the total amount fed in pro- 
ducing 100 pounds of gain, live weight. 
(2.) That by feeding the bone meal the 
strength of the thigh bone was doubled ; 
also that ashes produced the same effect 
to almost tlie same degree. (3.) There 
was abont 50 per cent more ash in the 
bones of the hog receiving bone meal and 
hardwood ashes than in the others. (4.) 
No difference was perceivable in the pro- 
-portion of lean to fat meat in tlie several 
carcasses. The bone meal and ashes 
seemeil to have no effect on the size or 
weight of any of the internal organs or 
the weight of blood. The effect was evi 
dent only in the building up aud strength- 
ening of the bones and the aiding of di- 
gestion. Tlie experiments point to the 
great value of hardwood ashes for bog 
feeding and show that tliey shonld be 
regularly fe<l. Rone meal seems to bnild 
up Bomewliat stronger bones than ashes, 
but asbt» do the work well enough and 
usually cost the faraier nothing .

The ca«c of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
and Kentucky Central railroads vs. Flor- 
ence McMichael, appraleti from this 
county to the Court 01 Appeals, wrs last 
week reversed as to the Chesapeake and 
Ohio railroad and affirmed as to the Ken- 
tucky Central.

The accom- 
panying figures give the general 
aspect of such a shell capable of ac- 
commodating ISxMssengers falling from 
a height of 800 meters. The principal 
dimensions of the installation would be 
as follows: Internal diameter of cham- 
ber, 3 meters; height, 4 meters; height 
of mattress, 0.5 meter; height of cone, 
provided with a series of internal 
ooncs set one Into the other in order to 
prevent the air from being compressed 
in the chamber at the moment of im- 
mersion, 10 meters; total weight, 11 
tons; displacement of the shell entirely 
submerged, 80 tons; depth of the well, 
which is in the form of a champagne 
glass with hollow foot (a form whose 
profile has been determined in sneh s 
way as to prevent the swell produced 
by the immersion of the shell from ex- 
tending beyond the limits of the well), 
55 meters; diameter at the upper part, 
60 meters; diameter from the depth of 
38 meters to the bottom, 0 meters. The 
passengers would be securely seated In 
armchairs that exactly followed the 
contours of their body. 

This mode of high st>eed carriage, for 
returning from on ascension of 800 
meters, would not fail, through its 
originality, to please a host of amateurs 
with a new form of excitement. It ap- 
pears therefore to possess the where- 
withal to tempt a bold builder.
